(The 
comments are numbered to coincide with the numbers filled in on the 


statement) 


(1) John O'TOOLE is an American subject and a salesman at 
the Cathay Motors, Medhurst Road, Shanghai. About the middle of 
June 1935 he met NAIDIS, who to]d him that he had a proposition 
to make. He told O'TOOLE that he required his assistance in 
rescuing a kidnapped Chinese. The rescue was to take place in 
Chinese territory and O'TOOLE was offered B59 209 for his share in 
the affair. NAIDIS mentioned that [LEMCKE /was S$acerned in the 
rescue and further stated that one Stanley GALLOP of the Auto 
Palace had been approached. He then asked O'TOOLE if he were a 
Special Policeman, or a member of the S.V.C., as it was expected 
that all would wear uniforms and carry guns. O'TOOLE treated 
the matter as a joke and*turned the proposition down. 


(2) Stanley EOD, about the end of June 1935 (according to 
his own statemenh eived a telephone call at his place of em- 
ployment from NAIDIS, who made an appointment for that morning, 
mentioning as a reason for the meeting a business transaction. 

On meeting, however, NAIDIS explained to GALLOP that he wished to 
see him with reference to an event he was planning and in which 
two other persons had already agreed to participate. He, NAIDIS, 
had been requested by a wealthy Chinese to liberate a relative, 
who was in the custody of armed kidnappers,and, as one of the kid- 
nappers had passed information to the effect that the victim was 
to be removed from one place to another, it had been planned for- 
cibly to release him. In replying to the suggestion of GALLOP 
that the Police be informed, NAIDIS stated that the victim was 
held in Chinese territory and that members of the Public Safety 
Bureau were in league with the kidnappers. For this reason the 
family of the victim were willing to pay a large sum of money to 
a party of foreigners willing to release him. NAIDIS then asked 
GALLOP whether he had a Special Police or S.V.C. uniform, also a 
/pistol 
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pistol, as it was planned to use a motor car to intercept the kid- 
nappers on their journey. If he had and was willing to take part 
in the coup, he would be paid $2,500 for his services. GALLOP 
turned down the proposition. 


(5) Rudolf PASCHE is the manager of Pasche!s Motor Service, 
112-D, Edinburgh-Road, and has in his posséssion three crated aero- 
planes of Italian manufacture. About two months ago he was approach- 
ed by NAIDIS, who stated that he wanted to take on approval one of 
his aeroplanes to fly with three passengers to Hankow. This flight 
was to be in the nature of a trial and, if satisfactory, NAIDIS would 
purchase the plane. PASCHE, however, refused to sell the plane 
until he had received the full insurance and at least half the sale 
price. NAIDIS was unwilling or unable to agree to this, but he 
took away the plans and specifications and has not since been seen 
by PASCHE.

that NAIDIS was in close touch with one I4 IN, 

a Russian, who resided in Ascot Apartments, Bubbling Well Road, $8 fo 
was employed by Centrosojus. This man, it should be noted, sud- 
denly left Shanghai on the 6th July for Vladivotok in the Soviet 
vessel "Sever". He was syspected of Soviet -activities and was int- 
mate with a certain TROFIMOV of the Daisy Apartments, 5 rue Camille 
Lorioz, who is also suspected of being a Soviet agent. It has been 
established, further, that TROFIMOV is an excellent chess player and 
often played against WALDEN as Dr. RIVOSH. NAIDIS admitted that he 
knew TROFIMOV, who also visited Hankow.| It is considered that there 
is little doubt that the password in quéstion was arranged by TROFI- 
MOV. He is being closely watched and we are promised a photograph 
of both him and ITKIN as soon as possible. A later report stated 
that TROFIMOV left his employment as a motor car salesman with China 
Motors suddenly on 19.9.55. and proceeded by train to Tientsin on the 
same night.

Dear old man, 


I will start my report this time with the same question re- 


garding the policies of Ch. K. Sh. (Chiang Kai-shek?) to whom I 
devoted'my previous report in June. 


This time I prefer to discuss the problem of Ch. K. 5255 po- 
licy towards the U 


.S.S.R. - the problem which has remained real. 


I will say beforehand that the development of events, as it 
looks to me, confirms the accuracy of basic estimation made by me 
of certain leanings of Ch.K.Sh. towards us. I don't see any ne- 
cessity in changing anything in my previous report of June. 


Half a year has already passed since a certain conversation be- 
tween Ch.K.Sh. and the master of Edward. fda Troon er 7 7 
“Te wocub.. JJ SA SN 
Was there really any important political leaning in the exte- 
rior politics of Ch.K.Sh. - no; there was none, and it could not 
have happened because of that general political situation which the 
Nanking Government and its real master Ch.K.Sh. are supporting at 
present.

There could be nothing more wrong than to build political con- 
clusions on the basis of analisation of one's own mind or sympathies 
of one or the other Chinese militarist or politician. 


It does not matter that all those sympathies and feelings are 
absolutely indifferent to us or that they should be utilised at a 
certain moment, especially during the period of war with Japan; but 
the rather miserable and subordinate meaning of such feelings and 
sympathies must be foreseen and understood. 


If we shall admit that Ch.K.Sh. personally and subjectively 
come to hate Japan and is more favourable towards us (I don't see any 
basis for such confirmation) then even in such case his policy atx 
remains unavoidably the policy of pro-Japanese and capitalists. 


It fundamentally remains that an anti-Japanese policy in China 
means a revolutionary and anti-capitalistic policy to which Chinese 
bankers and landlords together with Ch.K.Sh. are not prepared to 
subscribe. 


It should be considered that this problem we must discuss in 
due course and there will be no doubt that in the event of war we 
Will be able to utilise the services of even individual representa- 
tives of the bourgeoisie circles who hate communism, but who will be 
also very eager to harm the Japanese. 


This question should be specially worked out, so that in case 
of war we can take full advantage of the situation to further our 
own ends.

(a) Maksim RIVOSS, Latvian, born Ferbata, Latvia on 21.12.94., 
holder of Latvian passport No. 0068618, issued by the Latvian Legation 
in Lithuania on 19.4.3 (valid until 18.4.34. ), took up his resi- 
dence ET 109, c/o Rüssbildt, Berlin, on 7.6.33., 
and remained there without & break until 7. [ouam when he went to 
Paris VII, Rue. Jobbé Duval 15, from which address he still writes 

letters. He could not, theref ore, have landed in Shanghai on 
6.8.55. 
(b) Whilst in Berlin, Dr. RIVOSS either lost his letter case 
containing his passport, or had it stolen from him. The exact 
details on this point are’ unknown. 

(c) The photographs supplied by 
of the arrested Communist are not those of the man who lived in 
Kurfurstenstrasse under the name of Dr. RIVOSS.
